The communication

neutral 
goveirnment was couched in such form 
that, according to international usages, 
it might be supposed that the neutral

Moreover the 
circumstances 
under which 
the inquiry was 
made 
allowed the conclusion to be drawn 
with the greatest probability that the 
British cabinet had been Informed of 
this step and that it had been sanc- 
tioned at leatt by the most important 
of the allies.

Epidemic in a Southern Can- 
tonment is Checked, Ac- 
cording to Report. 


DANGER THOUGHT 


TO BE NOW PAST 


Many Deaths from Pneu- 
monia Growing Out of 
Malady is Recorded. 


Washington. Dec. 14.—The measles 
epidemic in the camp.s of the Thirtieth. 
Thirty-finst, Thirty-eighth and Thirty- 
ninth divisions of the national guard 
troops no longer constitutes a menace, 
according to a report for the week end- 
ing Dec. 7, made public today by Sur- 
geon General Gorgas. 


The epidemic has spread somewhat, 
however, 
in 
the 
Thirty-fourth 
and 
Thirty-fifth divisions and to a greater 
e.xtent in the Thirty-sixth. 


Pneumonia following measles is par- 
ticularly increased in the Thirty-sixth 
division and slightly increased in the 
Thirty-fourth, 
Thirty-eighth 
and 
Thirty-ninth. 


All other national* guard companies 
show a decrease in measles, although 
there have been a number of cases of 
pneumonia indepsndeiit of measles in 
all national army and national guard 
camps.

IT WOULD HAVE PAID. 


Another newspaper in Fort "Wayne calls 
attention to the conditions found along the 
vrater courses of this city aftd urges a clean- 
up. 
These conditions are not new and the 
iieeessïty for the remedy is scarcely more 
urgent now than at any time for years, though 
urgent enough, heaven knows. 


The. reference at this time to the unspeak- 
able conditions that exist along the rivers 
poignantly recalls to mind the fate of a public- 
spirited campaign made six years ago to effect 
river improvements in Fort AVayne. 
That 
campaign was waged through many months. 
Much public discussion was had, many or- 
ganisations were formed and a deal of propa- 
ganda was devoted to the movement. 
The 
proposal was that the municipality should ac- 
quire ownership of the river banks and im- 
prove them, clear and clean their channels 
and lay down as the principle and practice 
that henceforward in« this city the 
water 
courses were to cease to be cesspools of filth 
and their eml)ankments were no longer to be 
made public dumps. 


The project put under way in the summer 
of 1911 and urged throughout the campaign 
that extended well into the following year 
aroused a strange and bitter antagonism. 
Cbunter organizations M'cre formed. 
Men 
prominent in business and public affairs lent 
their influence and their voices to the cam- 
paign of opposition. Motives were impugned, 
public spirit arraigned and civic enterprise 
denounced as stupid, evil and self-seeking. 
AYÏi^n the time came for the various wards to 
give expression to the city council upon the 
question of issuing bonds to carry out the 
project the hostile vote was decisive. 
The 
people had been turned strongly against one 
ot the most bénéficient entei-pi'ises in which 
(he civic spirit of this city ever had been en- 
listed. There was no room left for doubt that 
public opinion in Fort Wayne was not yet 
iGtady for kind reception of the river im- 
pi;.oyement scheme. 


'Tiieii came in March of the ensuing year 
tltó city's disaster by flood. That event and 
subsequent investigations of its causes and its 
probable remedies showed that the river im- 
provement scheme was not a wild, extrava- 
gant, impracticable and useless project, but a 
good and sound plan that could be made to 
r-ciiiize everything that was ideal of cleanli- 
ness and beauty that had been conceived for 
it and at the same time be worked out to serve 
aiii important and permanent service in flood 
prevention. 


And then, following the disasters of the 
flood, came a great public outcry for protec- 
tion against the recurrence of any such de- 
vastating tides as tore through, thè city in 
l'hó^ie temble days» of March. 
Again agita- 
tioii, organization, preparation and futility. 
Almost five years have swept by and not one 
effectual thing has been achieved to fence tHe 
city a'gaiiist another inundation fro^n the ov:ei'- 
eharged rivere. 
Meanwhile, the filth in the 
channel teds has increased, the obstructions 
to ihe eiiiTents have enlarged, the hieàps of 
the piles of debris, the dumps of waste,,

IS STILL A MYSTERY. 


General Crozier, chief of the army ordnance 
bureau, tells the senate committee on military 
affairs the reason the American troops abroad 
and at home have no machine guns is that 
Secretary of AVar Baker had personal charge 
of the selection of a type of gun and was 
long in selecting it. Also he said that there 
had been no purpose to use the Lewis gun, an 
American officer's invention extensively em- 
ployed by the allies. 


The mystery of the war department's hos- 
tility to the Lewis gun has never been given 
a solution. Beyond the argument that a bet- 
ter gun could be had no reason has ever been 
vouchsafed. 
It will be admitted that, all 
other things joining to prescribe it, the best 
machine gun to be had is the weapon for the 
American armies. But all other things have 
not so joined. Time is one thing that has not 
prescribed a long delay to arm the American 
regiments with machine guns that could not 
be had at once. 


The Lewis gun may be inferior to other 
weapons favored by the war department, but 
there was at least the experience of the British 
army with it to prove it an efficient and de- 
pendable weapon. American manufacturers 
could have supplied the Lewis gun promptly 
and in huge numbers. It would have answered 
and if a better gun could later be substituted, 
no military embarrassment would have at- 
tended the change from the one to the other. 


The factor of expense does not count. There 
certainly is no money to waste, but much less 
is there time to waste. The American troops 
ought to be armed and otherwise equipped 
with ho intervention of any avoidable delay. 
We hope the senate committee will be able to 
get at the inside of the prejudice in the war 
department against the Lewis gun. 
It has 
been a question much agitated for a year or 
more and it ought to be cleared up. 


The arrest of a Norwegian pilot who steered 
the Imo into the munitions ship Mont Blanc 
at Halifax and caused the overwhelming dis- 
aster there is not itself proof that he is the 
German spy he is suspected of being, though 
it may turn out so. In that event, he prob- 
ably delivered a deal larger consignment of 
goods to his employer, the kaiser, than he had 
ever bargained to turn over or ever thought of 
doing. 
If the pilot of the Imo purposely 
rammed the Mont Blanc it doubtless was the 
extent of his design merely to sink the ship 
and make her cargo of munitions worthless— 


Avhich itself would have been a very worthy 
achievement for a spy and mercenary—though 
it is not difficult to conceive Prussianism 
ofjerating through even Its hirelings as quite 
ready to destroy Halifax or any other enemy 
city if it could, by that means or anj-^ other. 


As a general thing, congressional investiga- 
tions, inquiries, probes and official smellings 
never come to much, but now and then there 
is an exception. 
The inquiry into the con- 
duct of the war department in respect of some 
of its duties appears.to have a timeliness and 
importance not even appreciated when the 
purpose to prosecute the investigation was 
brought up. 
The uncovering of delays and 
inefficiencies and the baring of more than the 
usual red tape are well to have brought about 
now while the remedies can be given effect 
before the shortcomings have been great in 
cost, America has got to beat Prussian effi- 
ciency with American efficiency or it will 
never be beaten.

attention. 


But revolts whicli have broken out 
in Lisbon and Oporto have 
interest 
there and Americans are just awaken- 
ing to the high motives which were 
back of Portugal's 
entrance. 


"Just for a s i f a p of paper"— a roll 
of quaint and faded parchment with 
monkish script in medieval Dog Latin 
—written in 1373—Portugal has pour- 
ed out her blood and treasure. 


This was what Viscount d'Alte the 
Portuguese minister at 
Washington 
told me when I asked him Portugal's 
reasons for getting into the 
fight. 


"Portugal lias 
one point In com- 
mon with America—slie wants noth- 
ing out of the war. 
She covets no oth- 
er nation's possessions or money. We 
entered the war because of our age- 
old alliance with England. 


"For 500 years England has 
kept 
faith with u.s and the Portuguese peo- 
ple weie united from the first day of 
the war in the determination to keep 
faith with her. 
We liave done more 
than we wore obliged to do by our 
contract—but one naturally does that 
in war. 
And we fight for all the allies 
because we know that they are 
fight- 
ing for democracy and the rights 
or 
small 
nations." 


While 
J'ortueral is small 
she has 
about 8,000,000 people antl is one of 
the three great strategic Atlantic pow- 
ers. 
A glance at the m a p of the North 
Atlantic ocean will show that the ports 
and coasts of Great Britain, 
France, 
American and Portugal almost encir- 
cle the North Atlantic, while 
Portu- 
gal's island 
possessions, the 
Azores, 
Maderia, etc., control the trade routes 
across tho ocean. 


These islands are today the basis 
of the destroyer 
flotillas 
protecting 
American 
transports 
crossing 
the 
ocean. 


Portugal's stategic location 
niade 
her ancient alliance with England one 
of the main props of British sea pow- 
er. 


The old treaty, regarded 
by^the 
(-¡ermans as a diplomatic 
curiosity 
was really a very important 
pact— 
and the Germans know it now. 


When the war broke out In August, 
j 1914, Portugal was pressed by Ger- 
many for a declaration of neutrality. 
Instead, she gave notice that she stood 
j ready to carry out her treaty of alli- 
ance with Britain whenever requested 
to do so. 


In a few weeks Britain asked Por- 
tugal to requisition the German ships 
which had taken refuge in Portugue.se 
harbons. and Portugal complied, turn- 
ing over 80 per ccnt of these ships to 
Britain. 


Germany declared war, ami Portu- 
gal dispatched an army of 30,000 men 
to lier southeastern African colonies 
to attack German 
HIast Africa. 


Tliat army, 
operating 
in the 
un- 
healthiest country of the world, 
and 
supplied over seas as a distance 
of 
7,000 miles, has just succeeded in con- 
junction with British and 
Belgian 
forces in destroying the last vestige of 
(•«erman colonial i)ower. 


Portugal has on the western 
front 
about 75,000 troops fully 
equipped, 
under command of General Tamagni- 
ni, a Portuguese of Italian descent. 


These troops were carried by 
sea 
from LiiAon to France in the 
worst 
submarine 
infested area of the whole 
ocean, without the loss of a man. Ear- 
ly in the war Portugal turned ox'er all 
her field artillery to Belgium.

The baker's loaf after 
December 
10 will be true wartime bread. 
This 
is in accordance with the president's 
proclamation. 


The standardized loaf will be less 
sweet but more nutty, and it will be 
less short or brittle than the old bread 
but you will get the tasty chewing 
quality which is characteristic of the 
wheat 
kernel. 


Uncle Sam's order affects baker's 
loaves only. 
He has 
reduced 
the 
amount of sugar to be used- by one- 
half, and the amount of shortening 
or fat by two-thirds. 
And he orders 
that all fats used In bread be of veg- 
etable origin. 


Thus the nation will save annually 
100,000,000 pounds of sugar antl 100,- 
000,000 pounds of fat. 


Every housewife who bakes her own 
bread will want to help in this patri- 
otic cconomy. 
Some will go so far aa 
to omit all sugar and all shortening 
from their loaves. Most will prefer 
to follow Uncle Sam's tested recipes 
aa modified in accordance with the 
president's pt*oclamation. 


Remember that the fat must be 
vegetable. 
Your grocer will acquaint 
you with the varieties. 


The familiar short 
or 
straight- 
dough process is used In making the 
new war loaves. 


Rccipe for Two Loavos. 


The yeast: Two eupfuls lukewarm 
milk, water or a mixture of two and 
one cake compressed yeast; or, 1 1-2 
eupfuls lukewarm milk, water, or a 
mixture of the two, and 1-2 cupful of 
liquid yeast. 


Other Ingredients: 
Two teaspoon- 
fuls salt, 1 tablespoonful 
vegetable 
oil, and 6 eupfuls of sifted flour. 


Original bulk «of dough should be 
1 quart: bulk after rising and when 
ready to divide into 2 loaves should 
be nearly .1 quarts.

alone—when found. 


Xow this upper class housekeeper 
says of her experience exactly what 
the 
little cave-girl 
must 
have 
told 
hei- mother centuries ago. 
Only she 
doesn't complain of "bossing." 
She 
puts it dispassionately, as a college 
woman should. 


"It seems to 
me 
housekeepers 
should look for results, and if they 
are obtained, the manner of 
doing 
a thing is not important. 
Standing 
over a sen-ant and 
directing every 
step of the work is what makes it dif- 
ficult." 


"My way" turned woman's first em- 
ployment Into her worst employment. 
And lately it has been proved 
that 
"my way" is very often far from the 
best way. 


Lately the government has pressed 
certain new ways upon the 
house- 
keeper's notice. 
War economics have 
shown her that "my way" is by no 
meai\s a sacred institution.

come tax all bj' yourself 
hereafter. 
The government is going to send out 
men to help you. 
It will be up to 
you to hunt up these men, who will 
be sent into every county seat town, 
and some other towns besides, to meet 
the people. 
Postmasters, bankers and 
newspapers will be able to tell you 
when the government's 
income 
tax 
man will be around, and where to find 
him. 
He will answer your questions, 
swear you to the return, take 
your 
money, and remove the wrinkles from 
your brow. 
Returns of income tax for 
1917 must be made between January 
1 and March 1, 1918. 


"The government recognizes." Col- 
lector of Internal 
Revenue 
Kruyer 
said today, "that many persons expe- 
rience a good deal of difEiculty in fill- 
ing out income tax forms. 
It recog- 
nizes, too, that taxpayers resident at 
points where collector's oliices are not 
easily accessible find it hard to get pro- 
per in.struction in the law. 
Next year 
when every married person living with 
wife or hu.sband and having a net in- 
come of $1,000 for the year 1917, must 
make return of income on the form 
prescribed, there will be hundreds in 
every community seeking light on the 
law, and help in executing their re- 
turns. 
My own and every other col- 
lection district in the nation will be 
divided into districts, with the county 
as the unit, and a government officer 
inforniod in the income tax assigned 
to each district. 
He will spend hardly 
less than a week in each county, and 
in some counties a longer time, v^ry 
likely in the court house at the cou.My 
seat town. 
In cities where there are 
collector's branch offices, he will be 
thrrc, and in other cities possibly at 
the city hall. 
My office will in due 
time advise postmasters and 
bankers 
and send out notice.s to the newspa- 
pers stating when tiie officer will be 
in each county. 
It will be unnecessary 
for prospective taxpayer.s to ask 
my 
office for forms on which to mak'.i re- 
tui-n.s. 
The officer who 
visits 
their 
county will have tliem."

of barges and 
tow boats to transport roal. steel and 
heavy freight on the rivers and intra 
coastal waterways, 
will probably 
be 
in activc operation before the end of 
the war. 


The precedent of government owned 
and operated ocean steamships paved 
the way months ago. 


Only the scarcity 
of 
construction 
steel has prevented the building 
of 
government 
river fleet.s. 


On account of the submarine men- 
ace, fhe shipping board 
lias 
been 
obliged 
to concentrate 
on 
building 
ocean carriers, hut early in the year 
under the direction 
of 
Theodore 
Brent, I'ormer mniber of the 
board, 
plans were laid for building govern- 
ment 
barges. 


Since the admitted 
breakdown 
of 
the railroads, the question has forged 
to the front and, regardless of 
the 
ultimate plan adopted for the solution 
of the railroad tangle, the operation 
of government fleets on the waterways 
will be undertaken. 


Secretary of Commerce Redfleld has 
actively promoted every private move- 
ment for the increased use of the wat- 
erways in the pas few 
months 
and 
some actual results have been achiev- 
ed. 
But a definite sentiment has now 
arisen in congress .for legislation 
ao 
provide 
for government 
aid 
t o ' . t h e 
resumption of waterway traffic. 


This sentiment is strong among the 
senators and representatives 
of 
the 
Ohio and Mississippi valleys, 
whose 
constituents are faced with 
a 
coal 
shortage because of larlway inefficien- 
cy. 
In years pas the coal moved from 
mine to the consumer by river and ca- 
nal. 
Then the railroads killed much 
of the river traflfic with their low long 
haul rates and their terminal policies. 


The roads either 
hogged the ter- 
minals and refused 
to 
interchange 
freight with the water carriers, 
or 
used their political influence to 
pre- 
vent thedevelopment of public termi- 
nals. 


In the past two years sentiment in 
the river cities has reached the boiling 
point on the question and many pub- 
lic terminals have been built. 


Paper promises have been exacted 
from the railroads to co-operate with 
water carriers, 
Blit private 
capital 
has been afraid to invest in 
water 
freight lines and risk another throat 
cutting from the railroads.

whether under the present laws, it is 
possible to revoke the 
naturalization 
papers of those foreign born citizens 
who go about expressing the wish that 
the kaiser may win the war. 
If there 
is not sufficient law to do this now, 
legislation will be provided. 


"Men who were born in other coun- 
tries and who came here to enjoy the 
privileges of this free land 
will 
no 
longer be allowed to run at large wish- 
ing the kaiser well. 
This nation must 
begin the building of an 
Amerlcan'.s 
citizenship it has not done so this far. 
It has built up a hyphenated citizen- 
ship. 
Politicians have coddled 
the 
hyphenated vote. 
They have encour- 
aged the foreign born voter to remain 
as much as German, Irish or Polish or 
Hungarian as they were when 
they 
came to this country. 


"But this 
going to change and there 
i* going to be nothing in this country but 
American citizenship. 
Those who do not 
wish to become true loysl Americans and 
who continue to prefer some oth<»r coun- 
try will either be supplied with trans- 
portation to that other country or will be 
interned. 
There is no other remedy."'

NEHEMIAH ENFORCES THE LAW 
' 
OF T H E 
SABBATH. 
BS81 
F U R N I T U R E TO SELL 


LESSON TEXT-Nehemiah 13:15-22. 
GOLDEN TEXT-Remember 
the Sab- • 
•bath Day to keep it holy.—Exod. 20:8. 


Nehemiah 
remained 
in 
.Tenisalem 
twelve years, from B. C. 444 to B. C. 
432. 
He .was then recalled and was 
In Persia .some years, perhaps five or 
seven, but returned about B. C. 425, 
the year Artaxorxes died, for we know , 
that he returned 
permission of that j 
king. 
Therefore, the date of this les- • 
eon would be sometime In the summer j 
or early autumn of 426 or 427 B. C., 
16 or 18 years following last Sunday's 
lesson. 


In the section, vv. 10-14, we .see that 
the gifts for the house of God and 
the Levites, v.-ho led in worship, had 
been neglected. 
Whenever the house 
of God and its .service of worship Is 
Tieglected. we may oxpcct that the Sab- 
bath day and tiie worship of God will 
•also soon fall into contempt. Ezra has 
dropped out of our hi.story without a 
liim as to hfs'i^nd. 


I. "Remerrii^èr" (v. 14) the ^eglect 
lof God's House, (vv. M4). 
The neg- 
lect of God's house grew up out of the 
incursion of heathenism into .Jewish 
life. 'Nehemiah realized that the pur- 
ity of the race depended upon absolute 
separation from the mixed multitude, 
(v. 3). 
Nehemiah also confronted the 
difficulty of having a priest ,(vv. 4, 5), 
Hvho had defiled himself and also dese- 
Icrated the temple, and finally the por- 
tion for the support of the priest and 
the temple worship had been withheld. 
!(y. 10). 


It. "Remember" (v. 12) the Sab- 
bath 
Day. (vv. 1.5-22). 
Nehemiah's 
next and most difficult reform was re- 
garding the fourth commandment. He 
;at once set about to learn the facts; 
then relates what ho saw (v. 15). 
The 
record also 
tells 
how 
he 
testified 
ngalnst them in that they vv-ore selling 
merchandise on the Sabbath day. 
He 
contended with (he nobles that ibey 
had done evil on the Sabbath day. (v. 
17). 
He testified against them that 
the merchants and .«ellers of ware had 
lodged about and 
within 
.Terusalem. 
(vv. 20, 21). 
The root of the troulile 
with Judah was that tiiey forgot God's 
word and followed the devices and de- 
sires of their own )(?arts. The Jewish 
Sabbath in its outward form on the 
exact day of the week is not binding j 
upon Gentile Christians (Col. 2:16. IT). 
It was given to Israel 
as a people. 
(Deut. 5:3. 2). as a memorial of their 
deliverance out of the land of Egypt 
and the house of bondage. (Deut. 5:6), 
The Christian, by the death of Christ, 
fs made dead to tbp letter of the Inw 
of Moses, (Deut. 7:4). but tlie prin- 
ciple of the Sabliath is older than even 
the law of I\Ioses and is as binding 
upon the Christian believer as are the 
many other prinriplos which underlie 
the Mosaic law. In its oxact form, the 
seventh day, the observance of 
the 
Sabbath belongs to llie old order and 
not to the Christian (»rder. Christ, who 
rose from the dead (Rom. 7:4). rose 
on the first day of the week, and we, 
as joined to Christ, are not under ob- 
ligations to tho Tdosaif law, but to 
Christ. Therefore, the Lord's day. the 
resurrection day. The first day of the 
week, (Rev. 1-:10: .Tohn 21:20; 1:19- 
26; Acts 27), is th'- day of privilege, 
not of obligation and is more sacred 
to us than the Sal)bath day of these 
Jews. 
The .Tews in Nehemiah's time 
showed their contempt of the Lord's 
day by making it a day of profit, hence 
this exhortation which we see set forth 
In this section. This should be a warn- 
ing and an exhortation to us in these 
days of a secularized Sabbath. 


III. 
"Remember" (v. 29) the Holy 
Prfesthiod. (vv. 23-31). In this section 
we see that the priesthood had even 
defiled themselves with women, and 
again this Nehemiah entered upon a 
cleansing process, (vv. 30-31). The use 
of this word "remember" in verses 14, 
22 and 29 gives strong emphasis to the 
three cardinal sins against which Ne- 
hemiah 
.s ba ttl i n g. 


IV. Slumrnary: 
As In Nehemiak's 
time, so now. Sabbath desecration Is 


[ the surest ioad to national ruin, and a 
large prpportion of our present calam- 
ity can be traced to growing Irrever- 
ence for the Lord's day. 
.Tesus swept 
away thè cobwebs of Sabbath irrever- 
\ cnce, but did not tear down the house. 
He kept the principle, but removed the 
fctmaeleB. with which the 
Pharisees 
and .Tews had encumbered it. 
Jesus 
taught that tlie Sabbath was made for 
man and not man for the Sabbath, 
(Mark 2:27, 28), and he set himself as 
an example in this regard, for he is 
Lord of that day us well as the other 
days of the week. 


The Sabbath is a day of rest and if 
oDserved, workmen without exception 
will profluce more than is po:ssible if It 
Is not observed. 


The chief value of the Sabbath, how- 
ever, is in cotmection with the v.-or- 
shlp of God. The feeding of the spir- 
itual nature ; tlie rest which is to be 
differentiated from mere holiday or 
pleasure; its need foi- adult and child 
life; its educational value; its oppor- 
tunity for Christian .service and exal- 
tation of family relations, all show It 
tc have been created to fill a real need 
and to manifest the wisdom and good- 
ness of God.

that night is for hunting and forget 
not that day is for sleep." 


As one plods endlessly through the 
communication trenches, he stumbles , 
over the feet of men sleeping behind 
curtains in their dugouts. 
At night ' 
these men may go out into No Man's 
Land to hunt the Boche. 


We pass groups of plodding men 
bent, sweating, but cheery, 
under i 
loads of supplies for the front line. 
! 


Some bear on their backs great iron i 
arches and girders to help in dugout 
construction. 


Others are carrying boxes of ammu- 
nition, bombs, pails of water, 
and 
Kettles of stew. 
Peeping over 
the 
trench parapet one sees all around 
merely a broad, grayish-green slope 
which is absolutely deserted and 
is 
dusted here and there with the black 
clouds of exploding shells. 
But her© 
underground the 
whole hillside is 
alive with subterranean activity. 
It 
is as though one had penetrated into 
a titanic anthill. 


On the way to the front trench we 
pass a certain headquarters. 
Snug- 
ly ensconced in a big dugout entered 
through a door in the trench wall, a 
group of officers are dining. There is 
a clean white tablecloth spread, and a 
variety of good food js offered 
the 
guests. 
One officer leads the way to 
a much deeper dugout down many 
steps, where he sleeps. 
It has white 
ceiling and walls, the latter covered 
half way up with burlao. 


A bed and a Morris 
chair, 
a 
phonograph and records on one table, 
j books papers on another, a typewiiter, 
telephone, maps, and a rough carpet 
j on the floor make it seem more like a 
I comfortable bungalow than a dugout, 
j And all outside is a waste of mud and 
I i-ambling ditches where these officers 
! and their men are hourly on the verge 
of sudden death. 


The trenches 
are 
occasionally 
named after some of the world's best 
known 
streets and avcjmes. 
One 
. sign points the way to a sniper's post 
j and another to the stretcher bearers. 


At the entrance to the front line 
trench a sign reads, "Keep j'our head 
down and your heart up." 
I 
All about us in the trenches 
were 
j groups of men engaged in various du- 


j ties. 
Some were bathings 
Others 
, were sewing on 
buttons or cleaning 
I boots. 


An up-ended box square in 
the 
I middle of one trench was serving 
as 
I barber's chair, and a facetious group 
j wa.s watching the victim under 
the 


amateur barber's hands, 
j 
Amusements are scarce and time 
j for them scarcer. 
Here, however, a 
j game of cards is goin on, and near it 
j in their dugout doors men are wrlt- 
I ing letters or reading. 
A few 
of 
; them have pet birds and many a dog 
; wanders about.

"The police chase the dogs out 
of 
the villages," said our officer-guide, 
I 'so they wander out here to us and 


Work fakes most of the men's wak- 
j ing hours. Guns and equipment must 
: be cleaned. 
New trenches are being 
I dug, old ones repaired. 
Duckboards 
; are being laid and drainage systems 
dug. 


On our 
M-ay out through the maze 
of trenches we suddenly turn a cor- 
ner and come on the postman 
mak- 
ing his rounds, with his hands full of 
letters for delivery.

Great Napoleonic Highway 
in France is Cheerfully 
Nicknamed by Briton®. 


Behind 
British Lines in 
France, 
Dec. 14.— (Correspondence of the,As- 
sociated 
Press.)—There 
Is a 
broad 
road which runs like a spinal column 
across the north of France, which the 
British 
private has nicknamed 
the 
"Road to Victory." 
His fondness for 
this road is perhaps due to the 
fact 
that it is bi-oader, better paved, 
and 
more direct than most other roadh, be- 
ing one of those highways which Na- 
poleon laid out many generations ago. 


Over thi.s "Road to A'ictory" there 
moves a never-ending procession of 
transports of the most varied charac- 
ter. 
Standing at a cross-roads 
one 
seeg first a group of 
four 
wagons; 
theirs is a pleasant load, for they car- 
ry rations, clean 
wholesome 
yellow 
cheese.s, sides of prime bacon, fresh 
white bread in .sacks, chests of tea, 
sugar, jam, tinned butter and bully- 
beef, sacks of potatoes, onions, sides 
of frozen beef and 
mutton. 


Behind 
the ration carts follow a 
string of twenty great hooded motor-

lorries laden with lumber of various 
kinds. 
Each lorry in this group car- 
ries its name proudly on its side, the 
names of all taken 
from 
Dickens' 
characters, Betsy Prig, Martin Chuz- 
zlewit, Micawber, Oliver Twist. Mr. 
Bumble, Sairey Gamp, and 
others. 
Some 
are 
carrying 
"duckboarda" 
which are little sections of skeleton 
sidewalk for foot traffic over the mud.

Holzworth Caught Be- 
gine and Door of Wabash 
Round House. 


While hanging on the side of Wa- 
bash engine 881 as it was being back- 
ed out of the round house near Fair- 
field avenue at 7:15 o'clock Thursday 
night, George Holzworth, a hostler 
helper, was crushed between the loco- 
motive and the door of the building 
and so badly injured that he died four 
hours later after being taken to the 
St. Joseph hospital. Dr. C. F. Kaadt, 
the Wabash company surgeon, was 
promptly on hand, but coul(^ do noth- 
ing to save the poor fellow's life and 
he passed away at 11:30 o'clock. 


The body of Mr. 
Holzworth was

Japanese Are Working to 
Become Mercantile Marine 
Power After War.

(Special Staff Dispatch). 


Washington, Dec. 14—The tempo- 
rary cessation of negotiations whereby 
our country was to allow Japan to bu.v 
steel plate here and in return get the 
use of Japanese ships for trans atlan- 
tic service has .served to call atten- 
tion to the rapidly growing 
impor- 
tance of Japan as a commercial naval 
\)ower. 


At the beginning of the war the na- 
tions which surpassed it In commer- 
cial shipping were Great Britain, the 
United States, CJermany, Norway and 
France. 


The close of t he war will find Japan 
excelled only by Great Britain, Amer- 
ica and Germany. 


More than this: the keen .Japanese 
business men hope to have their com- 
mercial lines so well eetablished that 
they will be able to hold their own 
against any other competitors. 
Hence 
their unwillingness to have any of 
their shipping diverted to war purpos- 
es in the Atlantic. 


Shipping is not only making many 
war millionaires in Japan, but it is 
adding to t he prosperity of the coun- 
try In general. 


The world war and the U-boat at- 
tacks upon European shipping have 
been Japan's great opportunity. 


She has had almost a monopoly of 


business with the British and t)utch 
East Indies, French Cochin 
China. 
Malaysia and other Asiatic colonial 
dependencies of European power.s. 


Using the Panama, canal her busi- 
ness men have established a regular 
line from Japan and China to New 
York. 
They have another from China 
and Japan to New Zealand via Sydney 
Australia. 
And they are counting on 
a third great line from the Orient to 
Brazil and Argentina via the Panama 
canal. 


In 191."> Japan had over 1.900,000 
tons of .«^hipping of which 
three- 
fourths was in steamships. Tiie fleet 
jumped to 2,250,000 tons 
by 1916; 
200.000 tons were completed in 1916 
and a little more than 250,000 tons are 
expected to be completed this year. 


Counting what they alreadj- have 
under contract and on the waj", the 
•Japanese""hope to have over 3.oon,ooo 
tons of shipping under their flag by 
1918. 


Japan expects to fight the United 
States. England, and 
America for 
trade 
supremacy

Washington, Dec. 14.—The measles 


epidemic in the camps of the Thirtieth, 
Thirty-first, Thirty-eighth and Thirty- 
ninth divisions of the national guard 
troops no longer constitutes a menace, 
according to a report for the week end- 
ing Dec. 7, made public today by Sur 
geon General Gorgas. 


The epidemic has spread somewhat, 


however, in the Thirty-fourth and 
Thirty-fifth divisions and to a greater 
extent'in the Thirty-sixth. \ 


' Pneumonia following measles is par- 


ticularly increased in the Thirty-sixth 
division and slightly increased in the 
Thirty-fourth.

Washington, Dec. 14.—Most of th 
ountry was in the grip of storms an 
old weather today nnd under cover o

"Just for a scrap of paper"— a roll 


of quaint and faded parchment with 
monkish script in medieval Dog Latin 
—written in 1373—Portugal has pour- 
ed out her blood and treasure. 


This was what Viscount d'Alte the 


Portuguese minister at 
Washington 


told me when I asked him Portugal's 
reasons for getting into the fight. 


"Portugal has 
one point in com- 


mon with America—she wants noth- 
ing out of the war. She covets no oth- 
er nation's possessions or money. "We 
entered the war, because of our age- 
old alliance with England. 


"For 500 years England has kept 


faith with us and tho Portuguese peo- 
ple were united from the first day of 
tho war in the determination to keep 
faith with her. We have done more 
than we were obliged to do by our 
contract—but one naturally does that 
in war. And wo fight for all the allies 
because we know that they are fight- 
ing for democracy and tho rights or 
small nations."

are they? 


To find out just what life In 
the 


front line trenches under fire is going 
to be like I was 
given 
the 
priv- 


ilege o£ spending three days in vari- 
ous parts of the trenches 
and at 


times under fire. • 


The trenches I visited are typical 


of the ones where our soldiers may 
take up their residence. 


On a quiet day in the line the dan- 


ger is greater a mile or more behind . 
than it is in the trenches' themselves. ' 
Xo matter how great a lull there may , 
be at the front, Fritz is pretty cer- 
tain to shell with heavy stuff the ' 
crossroads and fields through which 
our men must approach the 
com- , 


munication trenches.

As one plods endlessly through the I 


communication trenches, he stumbles , 
over the feet of men sleeping behind 
curtains in their dugouts.

Land to hunt the Boche. 


We pass groups of plodding men 


bent, sweating, but cheery, 
under 


loads of supplies for the front line. 


Some bear on their backs great iron 


arches and girders to help in dugout 
construction.

nition, bombs, pails of water, 
and 


kettles of stew. 
Peeping over

trench parapet one sees all around 
merely a broad, grayish-green slope 
which is absolutely deserted and is | 
dusted here arid there with -the black .

On the way to the front trench' we 


pass a certain headquarters.

guests. 
One officer leads the way to 


a much deeper dugout down many 
steps, where he sleeps. It has white 
ceiling and walls, the latter covered 
half way up with burlap. 


A bed and a Morris 
chair,

phonograph and records on one. table, 


: books papers on another, a typewriter, j 
| telephone, maps, ana a rough carpet 
! on the'floor make it seern more like a 
j comfortable bungalow than a dugout.. 


- And all outside is a waste of mud and j 
rambling ditches where these officers ; 
and their men are hourly on the verge i 
of sudden death.

middle of one trench was serving as
